TRUANT OFFICERS ENGAGED. 


COMl'ULBOEY EDUCATION ACT TO B( ENfORCED 


IN BRISTOL 
AK EXPLANATION! Of TUB LAW. 


The school committee of the Brlsto 


public school board has made arrange- 
ments with the police committee of the 
borough council, by which tbe police 
officers are to assist in enforcing that part 
of the compulsory education act relating 
to the suppression of t-nancy. Now that 
the school board has decided to act in 
this matter probably a little information 
regarding tbe compulsory educational act 
would not be amiss. 


Parents or guardians having control or 


charge of children between the ages of 6 
and 1C years, are required to send such 
children to a day school in which tbe 
common English branches are taught. 
Special provision ie maae, however, for 
thoir prevention from 
attendance by 


reason of mental, physical or other urgent 
reason. A provision is also incorporated 
in the act which declares that the act 
shall not apply to any child between the 
nges of 13 and 16 years who can read 
and write the English language intelli- 
gently and is regularly engaged in any 
useful employment or service. It is an 
erroneous idea to believe that after a 
child reaches the age of 13 years, it is not 
subject to the compulsory education act, 
and parents would do well to remember, 
that until the age of 16 years is reached, 
the child must either 
be employed in 


some useful occupation or must attend 
ichool. Every parent refusing to comply 
with provision of this act stall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and shall upon convic- 
tion thereof forfeit a fine not exceeding 
two dollars on first conviction and not ex- 
ceeding five dollars for each subsequent 
conviction, and in default of payment of 
said fine may be committed to the county 
prison for a period not exceeding two days 
[or tha first conviction and not exceeding 
Eive days for each subsequent conviction. 
Before the penalty is inflicted, however, 
the parents shall be notified in writing 
and shall have opportunity by compliance 
with the requirements of this act within 
ihree school days, then and thereafter to 
avoid the imposition of such penalty. 
But after such notice has been served if 
he same 
child is absent from school 


;hree days or their equivalent in time, 
during the remaining period of com- 
pulsory attendance, without excuse, the 
parent shall be liable to prosecution under 
;his act, without further notice. 


When an officer arrests'a truant, he shall 


lave power immediately to place him or 
icr in the school which he or she is or 
should be enrolled, or at tbe expense of 
tbe parent in any private school which the 
parent may select. Boards of directors 
may establish special schools for children 
who are habitual truants, or who are in- 
subordinate or disorderly during theii at- 
tendance upon instruction in the public 
schools, and may provide for the proper 
:are, maintenance and instruction of such 
children in such schools, for such period 
of time as the board may prescribe. But 
before such action is taken tbe parent 
shall first have opportunity to be heard. 
All tiuancy and incorrigibility shall be 
deemed disorderly conduct. And in case 
no special school has been established the 
Superintendent of the schools or Secre- 
wry, or truant 
officer, 
shall proceed 


against such truant or incorrigible pupil 
as a disorderly person, before a justice 
and upon conviction the pupil may be 
sentenced to any special or reform school 
supported wholly or in part by the State. 


It snail be the duty of each teacher in 


,he schools to repurt immediately to the 
truant officer or the superintendent of the 
schools, or the secretary of the board of 
directors, the names of all children, who 
lave 
been absent three days or their 


equivalent without lawful excuse when, if 
t shall appear that tbe parents, have 
'ailed to comply with tbe provisions of 
the act, after notification in writing, the 
superintendent or secretary, or truant 
officer, shall proceed against the offending 
party or parties in accordance with the 
)rovision of the act, 


Tbe decision of the school board to en- 


'oroe the compulsory education act for 
the purpose of stamping out truancy, will 
undoubtedly meet tbe approval of all good 
citizens. Ignorance fosters vice and in 
the education of the masses rests the 
socurity of the nation as well as the state, 
i children will not attend school volun- 
tarily, they should be made to go forcibly. 
Parents should eagerly seek for an educa- 
tion for their children. The children, 
themselves, when the grow into maturity 
and realize the benefit of an education 
will thank tho ones who insisted upon 
their attendance at school in their young- 
er days. Therefore, let the 
citizens of 


Bristol heartily endorse the effort of tbe 
local school board, to the end, that not 
only may the nation and the state be bene- 
fited but that the children themselves 
may be disciplined, taught obedience and 
not deprived of those advantages which 
are so essential to success in a later period 
of life, and which the unenlightened 
would give worlds to possess.

"An act authorizing and requiring 


th» county commissioners of each 
county In the state to appoint a sum- 
dnnt number of suitable persons In 
ench township or ward of their county, 
at the expense of the county, to look 
after, bury and provide a headstone 
for the body of any honorably dis- 
charged soldier, sailor or marine who 
Rurved In the army or navy of the 
T'nited States during the late rebellion 
or any preceding war, and shall here- 
after die In their county leaving in- 
sufficient means to defray the neces- 
sary burial expenses." 


Governor Pattlson, then In the ex- 


etutlve chali, wrote this veto mes- 
sage:

"The bill requires the commissioners 


W every county In the state to ap- 
point in every ward and township In 
their respective counties such number 
of persons as they shall deem 'suffi- 
cient,' who shall hold their offices dur- 
ing the pleasure of the commissioners, 
Bud be charged with the following da- 
tlos: To 'look after antl cause to be 
hurled in a decent and respectable 
manner, in any cemetery or burial 
ground within the state, other than 
tliose used exclusively for the burial 
of the pauper dead,' the bodies of 
honorably discharged soldiers, sailors 
or marines who served in the army or 
navy of the United States in the lat'o 
r< bellion or any preceding war, and 
,vho may die leaving 
insufficient 


means to pay for their burial. For 
the cost of every such burial, to the 
ntnount of $35, the county commis- 
sioners are required to draw warrants 
upon the treasury of the county.' Af- 
ter such burial, the commissioners arc 
ic quired to erect over 
every such 


Brave a headstone of such design and 
material as they think praper, In- 
norlbed with the name of the person 
nnd 
the 
organization in which he 


Korved; and for the payment the ex- 
j>«nso of every such headstone the 
c nmmlssioners are authorized to draw 
n warrant to the amount of IIS, which 
'flhall be paid out of the funds of the 
rounty In which said soldier, sailor or 
marine died.' 


"This bill Is a remarkable exhibi- 


tion of the unwarranted and prepos- 
terous extent to which a most lauda- 
1 le and patriotic sentiment may be 
carried. That principle which Induces 
governments to pension and provide 
lor injured and destitute soldiers, is 
founded In wise policy as well as dic- 
tated by the spirit of a liberal human- 
ity. The United States and our own 
commonwealth have carried this prln- 
< iple Into their laws with no niggardly 
liand. 
DONE ENOUGH FOR THE SOLDIERS 


"Thoughtful patriots have not hesi- 


tated to say that a'.l has been done in 
ibis direction that the most generous 
nnd grateful of governments ought to 
tlo consistently with common prudence 
and wise public policy, and that the 
limit has been reached beyond which 
liberality wit) become extravagance 
nnd benevolence breed abase. The bill' 
lierewith returned is a striking proof 
ol the Justice of such warnings, and 
na illustration of the thoughtlessness 
end crudity that may characterize leg- 
islation enacted, under the pressure ot 
tulscuided charity. By this bill, any 
ma wte> fcwoj te tl»"umt*a"ita^» 
nitty in any wa», aad who <Ue* la any 
county etW (tete wltfcout iMTiaf +u(- 
flolaat taeau Mr hi* tarlai, immedi- 
ately becomes a charge upon the county 
Cor btt burial to the amount of fifty 
dollar*. He may never have had a 
redsjtnee in toe county: be may even 
vever have been a citizen ot the state; 
'*e may not have been wounded, or be- 
Uome diseased or disabled ic the pub- 
pU) service; he may die as the result 
of hii vices or his crimes, by accident 
•or by bis own hand; he may have en- 
! Joyed and wasted the bounty of the 
Federal government or the state for 
yean; be may die In the perpetration 
of a felony, or be a criminal fleeing the 
Justice of another jurisdiction; but no 
natter who he Is or what he has been, 
If he served In the army or navy of the 
United States In any war and dies des- 
titute iu any county, that county must 
bury bim at an expense of thirty-five 
dollars, and erect a headstone over his 
grave at a cost of fifteen dollars.

war, who enlisted from the state of 
New Jersey, and who all his life has 
been a resident of that state, may go 
into Philadelphia and die there; or one 
from fie state of New York may wan- 
dor Into and die in any county on our 
northe-n border, and in each case the 
county in which the soldier dies be- 
comes liable for an expenditure of Dfty 
dollars foi his buiial 
And so of des- 


titute soldiers coming into our com- 
monw( altli from iny other state, no 
matter how they come or what caused 
their destitution, bo that they get into 
our state and die here, this bill operates 
to charge the counties whi< h may be so 
unfortunate as to bo the places of their 
death with the coat of their burial 
Could any bill be more void of intel- 
ligent principle or based upon so little 
reason' No guard of any kind Is pro- 
vided to protect the counties from Im- 
position, and no account whatever is 
taken ot any of the many i licumstances 
that In the moht libcial pension laws 
that WITO ever enacted are always made 
an Indispensable condition for the en- 
joyment of their bounty. 
OUTSIDE SOLDIERS AS OUTCASTS 


"It Is impossible to conceive of any 


reason why a soldier who was never 
credited to Pennsylvania, who never 
reflected any honor upon her arms; 
who never contributed by industry, 
citizenship or otherwise to her pros- 
perity, should by the mere accident of 
death within her borders be entitled, 
no matter what his character of lite 
may have been, to the burial this bill 
provides at the expense of one of the 
counties. 
The lowly citizen of our 


state, who, though not a soldier, has 
spent all his life within our common- 
wealth, supporting her institutions and 
dignifying her reputation by virtue, 
sobriety and Industry, and who through 
misfortune dies a pauper, can claim no 
such privilege as this bill gives indis- 
criminately to strangers of whatever 
character. He must receive a pauper's 
burial 
It is quite possible to conceive, 


if this bill should become a law, that 
neighboring states might rapidly be 
relieve d of much of their unproductive 
soldiei population to the marked In- 
crease of that class in our own state. 


"Th«' machinery provided by the bill 


for cai rying out its provisions also calls 
for notice. It authorizes and makes 
it the duty of the county commission- 
ers to appoint an indefinite number of 
persons In every ward and township 
of the state, who are to be the officers 
heving In charge the burials in their 
respe«tive wards and townships. This 
means the creation of many hundreds 
—possibly thousands—of officials, and 
while the bill provides that they shall 
serve without compensation, yet ex- 
perience shows that official duties in- 
variably entail official expense, and It 
is not probable that these functionaries 
would be an exc«£ttan to the rule. 
Apart from this, however, It Is always 
an objection when legislation creates 
an u»'lu< number of o.flLcrs, which this 
bill undoubtedly does 


"It may well be questioned, also, 


wheth»i the provisions of this measure 
fall within the scope of the legislative 
power 
It will be observed that it does 


not appropriate the money of the state, 
but attempts to direct the bounty ol 
the counties. 
It commands that cer- 


tain political sub-divisions of the state 
shall iierform certain charitable acts— 
not gpaerally, as In establishing a poor- 
house or the like, which is an exercise 
of the general police power of the state, 
but specially, !n a special manner, with 
reference to a special class and at a 
special definite cost. Without now de- 
ciding the question, the executive 
would suggest that the bill requires 
considerable stretch of legislative pow- 
er to justify its principle.

FASCINATING DANGER," 


tfhe Peril* TbM Bcwt the Builder* 


of Bin Brldite*. 


The design of a long bridge epan Is 


one of the most elaborate, mathemat- 
ical problems that arise 3n constructive 
work. The stresses produced by Its 
own weight, by the weight of traffic, 
by locomotive drhers, by the hammer- 
ing of flattened wheels, by the action 
of brakes on an express train, by the 
high speed on a cuned track, by the 
wind and by the expansion and con- 
traction of the steel in summer and 
winter are all accurately calculated. 
Tbo deflection of the loaded and un- 
ooxleU. bridge Is determined, and com- 
plete drawings are made of every mom- 
XT of It. The bars of steel are tested 
In machines which will pull In two a 
horsehair or a steol bar strong enough 
to lift half a score of the heaviest lo- 
comotives at once, and which will 
crush an eggshell or u steel column, 
and accurately measure the stress in 
each case. The different kinds of mem- 
bers are forged, riveted, bored, or 
planed in perhaps bait a dozen remote 
shops, and, although usually not fitted 
together there, are examined and meas- 
ured by specialists tb see that they are 
correct, and are then shipped by scores 
of carload* to tb* site of tbe proposed 
structure, where steam derricks unload 
them end pile them many feet high In 
stacks covering ocrefi of ground. 


The bridge piers may rise above tbe 


water hundreds of feet apart. It re- 
mains to place them on a thousand ton 
structure, high above a eevage chasm, 
over an Impassable current or ronrlng 
tide, where the water is deep, the bot- 
tom of jagged rocks or treacherous 
quicksand, or where an old bridge must 
bo removed and the new one built in 
its place without interrupting traffic 
on the bridge. To accomplish this the 
engineer has timber, bolts and ropes, 
hoisting engines, derricks and a band 
of intiepld builders who have perhaps 
followed him for years through more 
hardship and danger than fall to the 
lot of almost any other calling. 


The complicated framework of a 


great span IB a skeleton with many 
accurate joints ami thousands of steel 
sinews and bones, each of which must 
go in exactly the right place in exact- 
ly the right order. The builder must 
weave Into the trusses pieces larger, 
heavier and far more inflexible than 
whole tree trunks, swiftly hoist nnd 
swing them to place hundreds of feet 
high, fit together the massive girders 
and huge forged bars with watchmak- 
er's accuracy, support the unwieldy 
masses until they are keyed together 
and self sustaining, and under mil 
lions of paunds of stress must adjust 
them at cliz/y heights to mathematical 
lines. Tills lio may need to do not de- 
liberatelj, but in dangerous emergen- 
cies, at utn'ost speed, putting forth his 
whole strength on narrow, sprlngtag 
planks In a furious tempest. In bitter 
cold or in bluzlns lient. He may be 
In the heart of an At'iicnn desert, men- 
aced by bloodthirsty fanatics, or in a 
goive of the Andes, hundreds of miles 
from tools or supplies, where there is 
absolutely no supplement to his own 
resources. 
Under 
such 
conditions 


bridge building is one of the most fas 
clnatlng and difficult of engineering 
problems aud requires a different so- 
lution for almost every case.—Frank

A JOINT RESOLUTION 
Proposing an amendment to the Constitution of 
the Commonwealth. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the Commonwealth 
ot Pennsylvania in General Assembly met, That 
the following is proposed as an amendment to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Peon 
pylvania. In accordance with the provisions of 
the eighteenth article thereof. 
Amendment. 
Add at the end ol section seven, article three, 
the following words: "Unless belore It shall be 
introduced in the General Assembly, such pro- 
posed special or local law shall have been first 
submitted to a popular vote, at a general or spe- 
cial election In the locality or localities to be af- 
tected by Its operation, under an order of the 
court of common pleas of the respective county 
after hearing and application granted, and shall 
have been approved by a majority of the voters 
at such election: Provided, That no such elec- 
tion shall be held until the decree of court auth- 
orizing the same shall have been advertised for 
at least thirty (SO) days in the locality or locali- 
ties affected, In such manner as the court may 
direct.
